Karzai accepts election runoff

KABUL — A grim President Hamid 
Karzai bowed to intense U.S. pressure and 
agreed Tuesday to a 
runoff election Nov. 7, 
acknowledging he fell 
short of a majority after 
U.N.-backed auditors 
stripped him of nearly a 
third of his votes. 

With the fraud in- 
vestigation completed, 
election officials must 
now scramble to orga- 
nize a new ballot as the 
fierce Afghan winter 
approaches and the country faces a grow- 
ing threat from Taliban insurgents. 

President Barack Obama said he called

Karzai to welcome his willingness to run 
in a new election against his main rival 
Abdullah Abdullah. 

“President Karzai’s constructive actions 
established an important precedent for Af- 
ghanistan’s new democracy,” Obama said. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon 
also complimented Karzai’s decision. “We 
have learned very valuable but painful les- 
sons from the first election,” Ban said. “We 
must not repeat what they have done last 
time.” 

Karzai spoke at a news conference after 
meeting at least four times with U.S. Sen. 
John Kerry, chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 

The Afghan leader did not express any 
regret over the widespread fraud, saying 
only that “this is not the right time to dis- 
cuss investigations.”

DEMILITARIZED ZONE, Korea — You 
might call it a case of keeping up with the 
Joneses, or in this case the Kims. 

Work is under way on the South Korean side 
of the Demilitarized Zone to renovate three 
guard posts and two checkpoint buildings into 
bigger, more modern structures. 

The construction comes a year after North 
Korea finished work on the replacement of 
four guard posts on its side of the DMZ, and 
a decade after the two sides engaged in a 
tit-for-tat battle to see who could build the 
more impressive reception centers in the 
Joint Security Area — a period remembered 
as “the skyscraper wars.” 

Welcome to the DMZ, where size matters. 

Lt. Col. John Rhodes, commander of the 
United Nations Command Security Battalion 
— Joint Security Area, said the renovated 
buildings on the south side of the Military 
Demarcation Line will have new safety and 
convenience features like blast-resistant glass, 
thicker walls and running water. 

“Renovating those guard posts was long 
overdue,” he said, adding that the last time 
work was done on them was 1983. “You can 
only live in house so long until you have to do 
something significant.” 

Rhodes said the work was not necessarily 
being done in response to the more impres- 
sive guard towers that went up last year on 
the North’s side of the JSA, and dismissed the 
suggestion that the two sides were once again 
engaged in a game of “Can You Top This?” 
reminiscent of the late 1990s. 

It was in 1998 that the Freedom House 
— an unimpressive structure originally built 
in 1965 on the South’s side of the JSA — was 
rebuilt. The new, futuristic Freedom House 
just happened to be taller than the two-story 
Panmungak, North Korea’s main building

that sits directly across the JSA. 

The following year, the North Koreans 
added a third story to the Panmungak, mak- 
ing it taller than the Freedom House. 

JSA security escorts routinely make light of 
the construction battle in the speech they give 
to tourists who visit the JSA. 

“There’s usually something behind every- 
thing they do,” Rhodes said, referring to the 
North Koreans. 

However, he said he does not believe the 
guard posts on the North’s side of the JSA 


were replaced for any nefarious reasons or 
tactical advantages. The old North Korean 
guard posts were also in disrepair, he said. 
Rhodes said he doubts the construction 
under way on the South’s side of the JSA will 
prompt any more construction on the North’s. 
“The [Republic of Korea] government took 
great care to build those structures not to be 
provocative in any way to the [Korean People’s 
Army] on the North Korean side,” he said.

“This is the time to move for- 
ward toward stability and nation- 
al unity,” Karzai said. 

He acknowledged the final re- 
sults showing the need for a run- 
off were “legitimate, legal and 
according to the constitution of 
Afghanistan.”

Karzai and the U.N.’s representa- 
tive in Afghanistan, Kai Eide, said 


the agreement on a second round 
had transformed the crisis into a 
“moment of great opportunity,” 
and praised Karzai for “genuine 
leadership in the decision he has 
made today.” 

Karzai and Kerry were in talks 
as late as Tuesday afternoon, 
suggesting that up until the last 
moment there was a chance the 
Afghan leader would return to in- 
sisting on a first-round victory.

Without health insurance, wite’s cancer prompts husband to join the Army

MILWAUKEE — 56 days ... 55 days 
... 4 days ... 

Chelsea Caudle began signing her 
text messages this summer with a 
countdown. At 14 years old, she knew 
no better way to express what was com- 
ing. Day Zero was to be Oct. 7, the day 
Dad left for Army basic training in Fort 
Jackson, S.C. He was moving 950 miles 
from their home in Watertown, Wis., 
950 miles from Mom. 

He was leaving, even though Mom 
was sick with ovarian cancer. Even 
though he had been at her side through 
two long, miserable rounds of chemo- 
therapy. Even though she now faced the 
likelihood of a third. 

In fact, Dad was leaving because 
Mom was sick. 

In March, he was laid off from his 
job as a raw materials coordinator for a 
plastics company called PolyOne, where 
he’d worked for 20 years. His severance 
package had provided several months’ 
salary, but by August the paychecks 
were winding down. Soon the cost of his 
family health coverage was going to tri- 
ple, then a few months after that, nearly 
triple again. They needed coverage so 
Mom could fight her cancer. 

Dad’s solution: a four-year hitch in 
the Army. 

So Chelsea counted down the days 
to his departure. When the countdown 
reached 49, the text message signature 
began to annoy and depress her, so she 
stopped. High school was beginning, 
her freshman year. 

In the first week of class, one of the 
teachers asked: What do your parents 





do? 

The question jolted Chelsea back to 
the shifting ground of her family. Mom 
was working part time at a restaurant, 
preparing for more chemo, worrying 
about how to pay the bills. In less than 
six weeks, Dad would enter the Army 
and her care would be covered. 

The trade-off was that he would be 
far away when Mom needed him home, 
when Chelsea needed him, too. He 
would miss all of her high school years. 
The band performances. Prom. 

Chelsea thought of all his absence 
would mean. 

When she sent her next text message, 
she resumed the countdown. 

36 days. 

Mom and Dad are Michelle and Bill 
Caudle, high school sweethearts now 40 
and 39, respectively. They have three 
children: Chelsea, the youngest; Aly- 
sha, a 21-year-old working at a nearby 
Holiday Inn; and Little Bill, an 18-year- 
old ex-high school wrestler. 

True, he had been interested in the 
Army for years. And he could always 
request an emergency leave to come 
home if Michelle’s condition grew dire 
(Army regulations allow this if a family 
member’s death is imminent). 

But for weeks before enlisting, Bill 
had sought other options. He revised 
his resume. He answered “help want- 
ed” ads, then watched the companies 
cut workers instead of hiring them. 
He interviewed for one job that would 
have paid $13 an hour — less than half 
of what he was making at PolyOne. He 
didn’t get the job. 

After sending out resumes, he got 
the feeling it didn’t much matter. Even 
companies that had advertised for staff 
were changing their minds. 

Finally, on May 13, his 39th birthday, 
he signed the Army papers. 


Left with few options 


Two weeks later, Michelle Caudle 
sat in the office of her doctor, Peter 
Johnson, at Aurora Women’s Pavilion 
in West Allis. Just six months earlier 
she’d celebrated the end of her second 
chemotherapy treatment. Now, the 
tests revealed tiny “spots,” or changes 
on her abdomen, neck and lungs. Not 
a good sign. The measure upon which 
cancer hopes rise and fall, the CA125 
number — please, let it stay low — was 


climbing. 

“T could lie to you but I’m not going 
to,” Johnson told Michelle. 

Although he could not say for certain 
the cancer was back, this early sign 
pointed to that possibility. 

Michelle broke down. For three years 
she’d been nurturing her hope in the 
face of uncertainty. 

“T’m not going to beat this,” she said. 

In the end, although he risked leaving 
Michelle to fight cancer on her own, Bill 
chose the Army. He signed on for a job 
as a signal support systems specialist, 
a soldier who works with communica- 
tions equipment. 

The Army would solve their health 
coverage problem. In years past he 
would have been too old, but in 2005 the 
age limit for enlistment was increased 
from 35 to 40, and a year later it was 
raised again to 42. 

“Seventy percent of the reason is for 
the insurance,” said Bill’s mother, Mar- 
guerite Hemiller. “He told me, ‘I’ve 
always wanted to do something for my 
country, and I have to help Michelle.’” 

On Aug. 27 — 41 days — Michelle’s 
summer ended. She sat with Bill in a 
private room in Aurora Women’s Pavil- 
ion waiting for the official word on her 
latest blood tests. The doctor’s office 
had called to tell her that her CA125, 
the cancer measure she hoped to keep 
low, had risen from 17 to 66. 

“Odds are he’s going to tell me it’s 
back,” she said. 

Johnson entered the room and 
crouched beside Michelle’s chair. There 
was cancer in her abdomen, he said. 
“There’s some areas in the lung, too.” 

At home, Michelle wrote six words on 
her Facebook page: 

“Cancer back. Sucks to be me.” 


Counting to Day Zero 


11 days. 

The cake was for Bill, but the party 
was as much for Michelle. In the chemo 
cycle — two weeks on, one off — this 
was her break from the chemo’s poison- 
ing effects. She was ready to feel good 
again. 

Friends and relatives arrived at the 
Caudles’ backyard carrying dishes. Bill 
shook hands. Michelle wandered back 
and forth between the kitchen and the 
yard, smiling and laughing. She stayed 
on her feet until just about everyone 


else was seated. 

“She’s a strong woman,” said her 
mother, Sharon Hutchins. 

Day Zero. 

The separation came sooner than 
Chelsea had expected. 

Her dad was not scheduled to fly to 
basic training until Oct. 7, but a day 
earlier he had to report to the recruit- 
ing office where a van would take him 
to Milwaukee. The recruits would be 
driven to a hotel in the city so that early 
the next day, they could be processed, 
sworn in and flown to their base. 

Bill’s family would not be there on the 
7th. Hard enough to face one farewell. 
No one had the stomach for a second. 

Besides, separation wasn’t the fam- 
ily’s only misery scheduled for Oct. 6. 
Hours before Bill left, Michelle was 
to receive her next dose of chemo. Bill 
planned to accompany her to the hospi- 
tal. Chelsea, too. 

Michelle’s blood tests were not good. 
She was not healthy enough to be poi- 
soned — to go through the chemo again. 
She would have to skip a week. 

So, on a rainy morning, everyone, 
including Bill’s mother and stepfather, 
waited in Watertown, watching the 
clock tick closer to his appointment at 
the recruiting office. 

Just before 2:30, the van arrived. 

Chelsea and her Dad hugged. It hap- 
pened so quickly; all she could say was: 
“Bye.” 

In the parking lot, tears streamed 
down Michelle’s face. She held Bill near 
the van, unable to find any words at all. 

“T love you,” Bill said. “T’'ll call.” 

And then he was gone. 

On the ride home, Chelsea texted her 
cousin and her best friend. 

My Dad just left. 

No signature this time. The count- 
down was over. 

Early the next morning, Bill Caudle 
learned that he would not be going to 
Fort Jackson, S.C. He was headed to 
Fort Knox, Ky., instead. He would be 
half as far from home — 475 miles in- 
stead of 950. 

The moment he was processed at Fort 
Knox, his Army health coverage kicked 
in. 

If all goes according to schedule, 
Bill will finish basic training in mid- 
December. Michelle will still be in the 
midst of chemo. She hopes to make it to 
his graduation.

Gates: Okinawa runway 
plans should not change

TOKYO — U.S. leaders expect Japan’s new gov- 
ernment to stick with existing agreements between 
the two nations, America’s top defense official said 
Tuesday amid debate over whether to shutter a U.S. 
military air field on Okinawa. Japanese officials, 
however, signaled that they expect flexibility from 


the U.S. 


Pentagon chief Robert Gates did not specifically 
mention the controversy over the Futenma base, a 
major U.S. Marine hub, during brief public remarks 
with Japanese Foreign Minister Katsuya Okada. But 
he made clear that the Obama administration would 
frown on any action by Tokyo to block a new run- 








way at another base on Okinawa when Futenma is 


closed. 


Okada told Gates the administration of newly 


elected Japanese Prime Minister Yukio Hatoyama 
would seek a “deeper and sustainable” relationship 
with the U.S. “Of course, we have a lot of challeng- 
es,” Okada added. 

At issue is the fate of the airfield following Hatoya- 
ma’s election last month. Hatoyama told reporters 


Monday night, “We will choose an appropriate time 


to come to a conclusion after thoroughly reviewing 
the situation and process of the agreement.” 

Three years ago, U.S. and Japanese officials 
agreed to shift 8,000 Marines on Okinawa to Guam 
and to move the Futenma base to Camp Schwab, also 
on the southern Japanese island. 


Gates: Troops can't wait on Afghan election

ABOARD A MILITARY AIR- 
CRAFT — President Barack 
Obama should not wait for a clear 
resolution to the post-election 
complexities in Afghanistan be- 
fore making his decision on the 
administration’s war strategy, 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said on Monday. 

“We’re not just going to sit on 
our hands waiting for the outcome 
of this election,” Gates said, hours 
before the Afghan election com- 
mission set a Nov. 7 runoff elec- 
tion between incumbent Hamid 
Karzai and challenger Abdullah 
Abdullah. 

Speaking to reporters on his 
plane shortly after attending a 
change-of-command ceremony in 
Hawaii, Gates volunteered his re- 
action to remarks made over the 
weekend by White House Chief of 
Staff Rahm Emmanuel and press 
secretary Robert Gibbs. 

Those officials, as well as NATO 
Secretary-General Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen, indicated they want- 
ed to wait until questions of Af- 
ghan leadership legitimacy were 
settled, possibly after Afghan 
election results were finalized 
by a runoff vote, before making a 
strategy decision. 

“My view is that whatever 
emerges in Kabul is going to be an 


evolutionary process,” Gates said. 
“Tt’s not going to be complicated 
one day and simple the next.” 

The U.S. and its international 
partners will have to work with 
any Afghan government going 
forward, he said. 

“The reality is, even though 
the president has further signifi- 
cant decisions in front of him, we 
already have 68,000 American 
troops on the ground in Afghani- 
stan and almost 40,000 troops 
from other countries,” Gates said. 

“They’re not all just staying 
in their tents while we await the 
outcome of the election. They’re 
out doing operations. They have a 
mission.” 

His spokesman, Geoff Mor- 
rell, later added, “The legitimacy 
question goes beyond who is de- 
clared the victor of the elections. 
Does this government, whoever’s 
in charge, have the full faith and 
confidence of the Afghan people? 
And that’s a question that’s not 
going to be made overnight.” 

The secretary said he did not 
expect a final strategy decision 
from Obama for some time, given 
that he and the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Adm. Mike 
Mullen, are traveling overseas 
this week, and Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton is travel- 
ing into next week. 

But time is not on the adminis- 
tration’s side, Gates added. With 


winter on the horizon, he ex- 
pressed concern that Afghan citi- 
zens would not be able to make it 
to the polls in inclement weather 
for a runoff vote. 

The secretary was confident 
that virtually all of the countries 
already committing troops for 
election security would keep their 
forces in place. 

Gates is on his way to meet with 
NATO defense ministers in Slova- 
kia this week and is first stopping 
in Tokyo and Seoul. He will bring 
no specific request for troops or 
economic assistance, he said, but 
did say he would look for those 
countries to share in the burden 
of Afghan success. 

“This is an alliance issue,” he 
said. 

“Tt should not be looked upon 
as exclusively the responsibility 
of the United States to respond. 
And so I think having a discussion 
about that, and the fact that this is 
a continuing shared responsibil- 
ity makes it entirely appropri- 
ate to have that conversation in 
Bratislava before decisions are 
made by the United States.” 

Gates said he and Mullen had 
sensed a “renewed commitment” 
from their NATO military and ci- 
vilian counterparts this year, and 
hoped the alliance would reassess 
the state of the Afghanistan war. 
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Pirates hijack 
Chinese vessel

STUTTGART, Germany — Ex- 
tending their reach beyond the 
waters of the Gulf of Aden, Soma- 
lia pirates hijacked a Chinese ves- 
sel Monday some 800 miles off the 
failed state’s coastline. 

The attack occurred 400 miles 
northeast of the Seychelles, where 
U.S. Africa Command recently 
deployed unmanned aerial vehi- 
cles in support of Ocean Look — a 
surveillance and reconnaissance 
mission aimed at deterring piracy 
off the Seychelles’ shores. 

However, Monday’s hijacking 
occurred outside of the interna- 
tionally recommended _ transit 
corridor, where a flotilla of in- 
ternational warships is on patrol, 
according to U.S. Naval Forces 
Central Command. 

Following a report of the at- 
tack, the European Union’s anti- 
piracy mission — EU NAVFOR 
— launched one of its aircraft to 
investigate the scene. 

An EU Maritime Patrol Aircraft 
located the ship, which was being 
towed by two pirate skiffs toward 
Somalia, EU NAVFOR reported. 

It’s the farthest the pirates have 
been seen offshore, said Cmdr. 
John Harbour, a spokesman for 
the EU anti-piracy effort. 

“We’re seeing this because 
we’ve been very successful with 
our patrols.” 

Because of the increased mili- 
tary presence in the recommend- 


ed transit route, the pirates are 
now being forced to travel into 
other waters to seek out targets, 
Harbour said. 

The pirates took 25 hostages 
in the attack, according to EU 
NAVFOR, which consists of units 
from Belgium, France, Germany, 
Greece, Italy, Netherlands and 
Spain. 

Other ongoing anti-piracy mis- 
sions off Somalia’s coast include 
Combined Task Force-151, which 
includes the U.S. Navy’s Sth fleet, 
and NATO’s Allied Protector 
mission. 

Improving weather conditions 
is one of the factors that has en- 
abled the pirates to stretch farther 
beyond Somalia’s coastline. 

“The monsoon season is end- 
ing so the seas are settling down. 
The water is getting calmer and 
they’re able to get out more now,” 
said Cmdr. Chris Sims, a U.S. 
Naval Forces Central Command 
spokesman. 

The Chinese ship was carrying 
coal and was traveling from South 
Africa to India when the attack 
occurred, according to Chinese 
state media. 

The Chinese bulk carrier was 
not registered with the Maritime 
Security Centre Horn of Africa, 
which coordinates with merchant 
vessels transiting the region as 
part of an effort to reduce attacks, 
according to the EU mission. 
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Japan high court hears 
arguments in Futenma 
noise pollution lawsuit

NAHA, Okinawa — Arguments 
on whether to pay nearly 400 Jap- 
anese residents about $1.3 million 
in damages over noise pollution 
from Marine Corps Air Station 
Futenma were heard in high court 
Tuesday, the same day U.S. and 
Japanese officials were address- 
ing the future of the air station. 

The Japanese government, 
which the residents claim is re- 
sponsible for the damages, was 
ordered in June 2008 by the Naha 
District Court to pay 396 residents 
for mental and physical suffering. 

The lower court, however, dis- 
missed a demand by residents to 
reduce the hours each day that 
flight operations are permitted 
at the facility. The court said the 
Japanese government has no con- 
trol over military operations at 
the air station. 

Both residents and the gov- 
ernment appealed, and the first 
hearing at the high court began 
in April. 

During Tuesday’s session, Gi- 
nowan Mayor Yoichi Tha told the 
three-judge panel that the noise 
from the air station has increased 


considerably since the U.S. and 
Japanese governments agreed in 
1996 to close Futenma. 

After years of twists and turns 
on a site selection, the govern- 
ments agreed to relocate the fa- 
cility to Camp Schwab in rural 
northern Okinawa as part of a 
military realignment pact signed 
in 2006. 

“Flight activities at the air sta- 
tion continue to grow,” Iha told 
the court, saying the military has 
violated the 10 p.m.-6 a.m. noise 
abatement agreement for Okina- 
wa bases. 

Iha criticized the Japanese 
government’s lack of effort to en- 
force the agreement. 

“The government’s whole in- 
tention is to keep the military 
base here, with no thoughts on the 
sufferings of local community,” 
he said. He closed his testimony 
with his appeal to immediately 
close the facility.

SHEWAN GARRISON, Afghanistan — The men 
of the 4th Squadron, 73rd Cavalry Regiment pre- 
pared to enter an Afghan village where suspected 
Taliban insurgents were believed to be hiding. 

Hours before sunrise, they quietly began suiting 
up for combat, checking weapons and radios and 
coordinating with a quick reaction force of fellow 
soldiers in case things went bad. 

Ammunition? Check. Water? Check. The Afghan 
National Army troops who were supposed to lead it? 
Nowhere to be found. 

It was another frustrating start to a mission for the 
U.S. soldiers tasked with advising and assisting the 
Afghan National Security Forces in Farah province 
in western Afghanistan. They’ve been here for two 
months as part of a policy that doubled the number of 
U.S. troops training Afghans by bringing in the 82nd 
Airborne’s 4th Brigade Combat Team. That the Af- 
ghan troops were a few hours late on that day’s mis- 
sion was almost a given, according to U.S. troops. 

Up to that point, the mission was run by one 
National Guard brigade combat team under the 
direction of the Combined Security Transition 
Command-—Afghanistan. Small teams of nine to 15 
soldiers, led by a captain or major, embedded with 
the Afghan forces to train them. 

But with the Afghan National Security Forces 
growing, more U.S. manpower was needed, U.S. of- 
ficials said, and the 82nd Airborne was sent in. The 
Airborne’s 4th BCT works out of the south and west, 
and the National Guard’s 48th Brigade Combat Team 
out of Georgia now focuses on the north and east. 

“Tn the last year and a half ... we couldn’t generate 
enough National Guard, so the Army said, ‘OK, we’re 
going to take a... brigade combat team and give them 
the mission,’” said 4th BCT operations officer Lt. Col. 


Guy Jones. “And that’s how they then began to form 
this two-BCT concept, as they call it.” 

The 82nd Airborne runs seven battalions in Af- 
ghanistan. Five work in a full-time partnership role, 
and two serve as support battalions. 

Lt. Col. Michael Wawrzyniak, 4-73 commander, 
said his 400-man battalion has spent the first two 
months as part of Task Force Fury building rapport 
with the locals and living with the Afghan army and 
police, conducting joint patrols. 

Wawrzyniak said that with a battalion, he can, 
when needed, create larger teams than the nine- to 
15-man units they replaced. 

“We come with more of a conventional structure 
to our forces with platoons and troops, that allows us 
to expand where we can advise, and match up closer 
[with] the ANA and ANP forces,” he said. 

But he admitted to difficulties motivating and 
working with the Afghans. 

“Part of the challenge is realizing that the Afghan 
army and the way they coordinate and plan opera- 
tions isn’t always going to look like the way we would 
coordinate and plan an operation,’ Wawrzyniak 
said. “So you kind of have to figure out what the bal- 
ance is and still effectively get things done.” 

That “Afghan way” also comes into play with lo- 
gistics and supplies, Jones said. U.S. troops will look 
at the worst-case scenario and pack accordingly. A 
24-hour operation could go into a second day, for ex- 
ample, so the U.S. troops will pack additional food, 
water and other supplies. 

The Afghans, however, will plan for 24 hours. 

“And at the end of that, if they don’t have the stuff 
that they need, ‘Oh, we will get it,’” is the Afghan 
reaction, Jones explained. 

“Tt’s inshallah,” Jones said, or God willing. “I’m 
just now starting to grasp that ‘inshallah.’” 
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Bombings across Iraq kill Gl, 6 others

BAGHDAD — Car bombs and 
planted explosives killed six peo- 
ple, mostly police, on Tuesday in 
different areas of Iraq, as a low 
level insurgency continues to tar- 
get the country’s struggling secu- 
rity forces. 

A car packed with explosives 
blew up at a gas station in the town 
of Saqlawiyah, 45 miles west of 
Baghdad, killing three policemen 
and one civilian, a local police of- 
ficer said. He said five policemen 
and one civilian were wounded in 
the same blast. 

In northern Baghdad, one ci- 
vilian was killed and four were 
wounded when a bomb attached 
to a minibus exploded in Kazimi- 
yah, a primarily Shiite suburb of 
the capital, said a police officer in 


the Iraqi capital. 

In Hilla, just south of Baghdad, 
a roadside bomb targeting a po- 
lice patrol killed one policeman 
and wounded two others, accord- 
ing to a local police spokesman. 

In Mosul, a roadside bomb 
targeted an Iraqi army patrol, 
wounding two soldiers and one 
civilian, said a police officer. An 
Iraqi army patrol in the west- 
ern part of the city shot dead an 
armed man, who was firing at the 
patrol late Monday. 

The U.S. military said Tuesday 
that a U.S. solider was killed and 
two others were wounded when 
a roadside bomb detonated near 
their vehicle in Ninevah province. 
The military said the soldier was 
killed Monday. 

Meanwhile, President Barack 


Obama told Iraqi Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki during a meeting 
in Washington on Tuesday that he 
plans to hold to U.S. withdrawal 
plans. Obama also said he was 
watching closely for the Iraqi par- 
liament to pass the election law. 








Vietnam

WASHINGTON — The North 
Vietnamese soldiers were so close 
that Pasqual Gutierrez could see 
their eyes and faces as they dart- 
ed among the bunkers in front of 
him. 

Bullets banged off the armor 
of his tank. Rocket-propelled 
grenades had just cut down Set. 
Foreman and wounded Capt. 
Poindexter. The fighting was so 
fierce that machine gun barrels 
overheated, and one comrade 
stuck cigarette filters in his ears 
to keep out the noise. 

It was March 26, 1970. Loca- 
tion: A few acres of jungle, pocked 
by B-52 bomb craters, and now a 
stage where American tanks fired 
blasts of sharpened buckshot at 
an enemy who fought back from 
subterranean bunkers and could 
not be dislodged. 

Tuesday in the White House 
Rose Garden, President Obama 
paid tribute to Gutierrez and 
about 80 other Vietnam veterans 
who fought in the battle, which re- 
sulted in the rescue of a company 
of trapped fellow soldiers. 

Gutierrez’s outfit — Troop A, 
1st Squadron, 11th Armored Cav- 
alry Regiment — was awarded a 
Presidential Unit Citation for its 
“extraordinary heroism and con- 
spicuous gallantry” in the fight. 

“The analogy for me has always 
been: These two heavyweights 
stepping into the center of the 
ring,” Gutierrez said. “And then 
just going toe-to-toe, and pound- 
ing on each other. ... The first guy 
that connects wins.” 

The Presidential Unit Citation, 
awarded to Troop A in April, is 
the highest honor given to a mili- 
tary unit and has been issued 
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Unit honored for 


heroism 


since World War II. 

It was delayed in part because 
the unit’s old commander, Hous- 
ton businessman John Poindex- 
ter, said he realized only recently 
that many of his men had gone 
unrecognized. 

The award stems from an ac- 
tion in which Troop A, under the 
command of Capt. Poindexter, 
volunteered to rescue about 80 
American troops pinned down by 
an enemy battalion, according to 
official accounts. The battle took 
place along the Cambodian bor- 
der, northwest of Saigon, now Ho 
Chi Minh City. 

Poindexter had about 100 men 
in his troop, along with six light 
Sheridan tanks and about 14 Ar- 
mored Cavalry Assault Vehicles 
bristling with machine guns. He 
had an additional 100 infantry- 
men assigned to him. 

The battle began when Char- 
lie Company, a separate group 
of American infantrymen, stum- 
bled on the enemy bunkers the 
morning of March 26, took heavy 
casualties and were quickly 
surrounded. 

Based a few miles away, Poind- 
exter, then 25, volunteered to take 
his outfit through the jungle to 
rescue the trapped “grunts.” 

They arrived on the scene with 
a suddenness that surprised both 
sides, Poindexter said last week. 

Poindexter ordered everyone 
to open fire with all weapons for 
a “mad minute,” Gutierrez said, 
‘Sust to kind of turn the flame on 
the kettle and see what comes to a 
boil, see what comes back.” 

“The men of Charlie Company 
who are alive today understand 
that we owe our lives” to Troop 
A, said the company commander, 
then-Capt. George Hobson.

Poll: More in U.S. 


warming to public 
insurance option

WASHINGTON — As Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders and 
White House officials work to 
shape health care bills that will go 
to the House and Senate floors, a 
new Washington Post-ABC News 
poll shows that support for a gov- 
ernment-run health plan to com- 
pete with private insurers has 
rebounded from its summertime 
lows and now wins clear majority 
support from the public. 

Americans remain sharply 
divided about both the overall 
health care package and Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s leadership 
on the issue. But majorities now 
back two key and controversial 
provisions: both the so-called 
public option and a new mandate 
requiring all Americans to carry 
health insurance. 

Independents and senior citi- 
zens, two groups crucial to the 





debate, have warmed to the idea 
of a public insurance option. 

Overall, 45 percent of Ameri- 
cans favor the broad outlines 
of the proposals now moving in 
Congress, while 48 percent are 
opposed, about the same division 
in August. Seven in 10 Demo- 
crats back the plan while almost 
nine in 10 Republicans oppose it. 
Independents divide 52 percent 
against, 42 percent in favor of the 
set of reforms. 

On the issue that has been a 
flash point in the national debate, 
57 percent of all Americans now 
favor a public insurance option, 
while 40 percent are opposed. 
Support has risen since mid-Au- 
gust, when a bare majority, 52 
percent, said they favored it. (Ina 
June Post-ABC poll, support had 
been at 62 percent.) 

If run by the states and avail- 
able only to those who lack afford- 
able private options, support for a 
public plan jumps to 76 percent.

Under those circumstances, even 
a majority of Republicans, 56 per- 
cent, would be supportive, about 
double their level of support with- 
out such a limitation. 

Still 61 percent opposed the 
Senate Finance Committee’s 
proposed tax on the most costly 
private health insurance plans to 
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help offset coverage costs, while 
35 percent favor it. 

The poll was conducted by con- 
ventional and cellular telephone 
from Oct. 15-19 among a random 
sample of 1,004 adults. The mar- 
gin of sampling error for the full 
poll is plus or minus three per- 
centage points. 
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U.S. poverty 
rate rises on 
new formula

WASHINGTON — The level of 
poverty in America is even worse 
than first believed. 

A revised Census Bureau for- 
mula for calculating medical 
costs and geographic variations 
show that approximately 47.4 mil- 
lion Americans last year lived in 
poverty, 7 million more than the 
government’s official figure. 

The disparity occurs because 
of differing formulas the Census 
Bureau and the National Acad- 
emy of Science use for calculat- 
ing the poverty rate. The Census 
Bureau’s original formula, creat- 
ed in 1955, does not factor in ris- 
ing medical care, transportation, 
child care or geographical varia- 
tions in living costs. Nor does it 
consider non-cash government 
aid when calculating income. 

The Census Bureau said it ex- 
pedited release of the alternative 
numbers for this month because 
of the interest expressed by law- 
makers and the Obama admin- 
istration in seeing a fuller range 
of numbers. Legislation pend- 
ing in Congress would mandate 
a switch to the revised formula, 
although the White House could 
choose to act on its own. 
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Bombers strike Islamic

ISLAMABAD -— _ Suicide 
bombers attacked an Islamic 
university popular with foreign- 
ers in Pakistan’s capital Tuesday, 
killing four people in appar- 
ent retaliation for an escalating 
army offensive on a Taliban and 
al-Qaida stronghold near the Af- 
ghan border. 

An Associated Press reporter 
close to the battle zone in South 
Waziristan met a group of Tal- 
iban fighters who challenged 
army claims of progress in the 
four-day assault, saying they had 
pushed soldiers back from the 
strategic town of KotkKai. 

Intelligence officials also said 
the army had been repelled from 
the town. They asked that their 
names not be used for operational 
reasons. 

The suicide bombers hit a fac- 
ulty building and a women’s caf- 
eteria at the International Islamic 
University, where nearly half its 
18,000 students are women and 
about 2,000 are foreigners. 

No group claimed responsibil- 
ity for the attack. After the bomb- 
ings, the government ordered all 
educational institutions closed for 
a week in three of the country’s 
four provinces. 

“Those who call themselves 
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college amid offensive 


champions of Islam, they have 
today proved by attacking the 
Islamic university that they 
are neither friends of Islam nor 
Pakistan,” said Interior Minister 
Rehman Malik, whose motorcade 
was stoned by angry students as 
he left the campus on the out- 
skirts of Islamabad. 

The blasts, which left bits of 
flesh and body parts strewn on 
the floor, killed four people and 
wounded at least 18 others. The 
two attackers were also killed, of- 
ficials said. 

The Pakistan army has de- 
ployed some 30,000 troops to 
South Waziristan against about 
12,000 Taliban militants, includ- 
ing up to 1,500 foreign fighters, 
among them Uzbeks and Arabs. 
The region is also considered a 
major al-Qaida operations and 
training base. 

In a brief statement, the mili- 
tary said troops backed by aer- 
ial bombing were advancing on 
three fronts, but were meeting 
stiff resistance from militants on 
high ground firing rockets and 
small arms. It reported four more 
soldiers were killed, bringing the 
army’s death toll to 13, while 12 
militants were slain, bringing 
their death toll to 90. 

The United Nations said at least 
112,000 people have fled South 
Waziristan.

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AIDS vaccine shows marginal effectiveness

Fresh results from the world’s 
first successful test of an experi- 
mental AIDS vaccine confirm 
that it is only marginally effec- 
tive and suggest that its protection 
against HIV infection may wane 
over time. 

Yet the findings are exciting to 
scientists, who think that blood 
samples from the trial may show 
how to make a vaccine that does a 
better job. 

The results also hint that the 
vaccine may work better in the 
general population than in those 
at higher risk of infection, such 
as gay men and intravenous drug 
users. It was the first time an 
AIDS vaccine was tested mostly in 
heterosexuals at average risk, and 
doctors have long known that how 
a person is exposed to HIV affects 
the odds of becoming infected. 

“This study becomes a land- 
mark. You can put it on a map 
and begin to figure out where you 
go from here,” said Col. Jerome 
Kim, the U.S. Army doctor who 
co-led the trial. 

Last month, researchers an- 
nounced that a two-vaccine com- 
bination cut the risk of becoming 
infected with HIV by more than 
31 percent in a trial of more than 
16,000 volunteers in Thailand. 

Full results, published online 
Tuesday by the New England 
Journal of Medicine and pre- 
sented at a scientific conference 
in Paris, include two additional 
analyses that merely suggest the 
vaccine is beneficial, rather than 
providing definitive proof. 

That’s mostly because so few 
participants became _ infected 
— only 125 people, 10 times less 
than in previous HIV vaccine 
trials, said Dr. Anthony Fauci, 
director the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases, 
the study’s main sponsor. 
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Critics had leaked one of the 
analyses last week, saying it 
showed the original results may 
have been a fluke. A California- 
based AIDS advocacy group criti- 
cized study leaders for not giving a 
fuller picture when they held their 
news conference last month. 

“The bottom line is that those 
results are real,’ even though 
they are not good enough to justify 
using this vaccine now, said Dr. 
Alan Bernstein, executive director 


of the Global HIV Vaccine Enter- 
prise, an alliance of governments, 
AIDS scientists, the World Health 
Organization and funders like the 
Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation. 
“We, for the first time, have ev- 
idence of protection, and the nitty 
gritty (arguments) to me don’t 
matter a damn,” Bernstein said. 
The Thailand Ministry of Public 
Health conducted this trial, which 
used vaccines made from strains 
of HIV common in Thailand. They 


are ALVAC, made by Sanofi Pas- 
teur, and AIDSVAX, originally de- 
veloped by VaxGen Inc. and now 
held by the nonprofit Global Solu- 
tions for Infectious Diseases. 

The combo was tested in HIV- 
negative Thai men and women 
ages 18 to 30 at average risk of 
becoming infected. Half received 
four doses of ALVAC and two of 
AIDSVAX over six months; the 
rest received dummy shots. All 
were given condoms and counsel- 


ing, and were followed for three 
years after vaccination ended. 

New infections occurred in 51 of 
the 8,197 given vaccine and in 74 
of the 8,198 who received dummy 
shots. That worked out to a 31 per- 
cent lower risk of infection for the 
vaccine group. In a smaller analy- 
sis of just the 12,452 participants 
who received all six shots exactly 
on schedule, there were 86 infec- 
tions — 36 in the vaccine group 
and 50 given dummy shots.

Families cope with 
a job market that 
pushes them apart

Bob Handshy talks with his wife, Re- 
bekah, every day — about the weather, 
the kids’ school projects, the new bath- 
room floor. 

He chats with the kids. He plays Hang- 
man with his son, Jace. He tells the chil- 
dren “Be good” and “I love you” and 
“Good night.” 

He just does it from 1,900 miles away. 

Bob Handshy, who was laid off from 
Cessna in June, is doing contract work for 
an aircraft manufacturing plant in Seat- 
tle. Rebekah, a stay-at-home mom, lives 
in Wichita with the couple’s three kids. 

They are among millions of American 
couples living apart — sometimes time 
zones or hemispheres apart — because 
of work. So-called commuter marriages 
may be increasing in Wichita as layoffs 
force more workers to look elsewhere for 
jobs, a local expert says. 

“This isn’t something we’d choose,” 
said Rebekah Handshy, 26. “But right 
now it’s the best option, so we deal with it 
and make it work.” 

In 2006, the U.S. Census Bureau re- 
ported that 3.6 million married Ameri- 
cans — not including separated couples 
— were living apart from their spouses. 
In March, Worldwide ERC, the associa- 
tion for work force mobility, released a 
report showing that three-fourths of relo- 
cation agents surveyed had dealt with at 
least one commuter marriage, a 53 per- 
cent increase since 2003. 

“Families are continually changing,” 
said Mike Duxler, a professor of social 
work at Newman University and man- 
ager of the Marriage For Keeps research 
project. 

Today’s families migrate more, Dux- 
ler said. “Technology and ease of travel 
means people have the ability to meet

and date and even marry and live at a dis- 
tance, if necessary, so that is happening 
more and more.” 

Although commuter marriages may 
be increasing among middle-class pro- 
fessionals, they’re hardly a new phe- 
nomenon. Duxler noted that military 
families regularly deal with separations, 
often while knowing that one person is in 
danger. 

“That cycle of separation and reinte- 
gration is just a part of [military] life,” 
Duxler said. “You expect it, so you’re 
more prepared for it. But that doesn’t 
mean it’s easy.” 

Loneliness is a factor, Duxler said. 
Many, especially those with children, 
struggle with new routines and tasks. 

“Even when you’re hitting on all cylin- 
ders and everything is going well, mar- 
riage and raising a family is very difficult 
to do,” Duxler said. “As you start strip- 
ping away those supports, it gets harder 
and harder.” 

Kelli and Daniel Butherus celebrated 








their 10th anniversary this summer. Soon 
after, Daniel, a manufacturing engineer, 
was laid off from Cessna and moved to 
Fort Worth for a one-year contract job. 

His pay is good, Kelli Butherus said. 
But “the hardest thing has been the eve- 
nings,” Kelli said. 

She says she’s lucky, though. She talks 
to Daniel by phone every day — he texts 
her first thing in the morning to let her 
know he didn’t oversleep — and he drives 
home to visit every other weekend. 

Some couples adjust to commuter mar- 
riages more easily and even enjoy some 
aspects of it, Duxler said. 

“Fewer day-to-day conflicts arise. You 
can do your own thing,” he said. Add long 
weekends or visits where husband and 
wife focus intently on the relationship, 
and “it can almost have a honeymoon 
quality.” 

But “couples who want a relationship 
with a lot of intimacy can have a hard 
time with it,’ Duxler said. Disagree- 
ments can be harder to resolve. 
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The recession and ever-tightening job 
market have people looking greater dis- 
tances for work and may prompt more 
couples to opt for commuter marriages, 
Duxler said. 

“We didn’t know if this would be two 
months or six months or a year,” Rebekah 
Handshy said. “We hope it’s short-term. 
He really wants to be here. He wants to 
be home.” 

In the meantime, Rebekah tends the 
house, pays the bills and cares for the 
children. She and Bob talk on their cell 
phones a few times a day. Every night at 
bedtime, she passes the phone around so 
Bob can wish the kids good night. Once a 
week, she gathers the children — ages 8, 
7 and 19 months — around the laptop for 
a video chat with Dad.

Consumers want credit 
ard rules to begin soon

NEW YORK — Fed up with ris- 
ing fees, interest rate hikes, limit 
cuts and other harsh changes to 
their credit cards, most consum- 
ers want the date for major re- 
forms moved up. 

But some observers say those 
impending reforms have prompt- 
ed banks to issue even more of 
the changes at a time when credit 
card holders are down. 

The latest proof that consumers 
are having trouble paying their 
credit card bills came last week, 
in JPMorgan Chase’s third-quar- 
ter results. 

The bank, the largest U.S. credit 
card issuer measured by both the 
number of cards it has out — more 
than 119 million — and the amount 
of debt its customers carry — over 
$165 billion — reported a $3.59 
billion profit. But its credit card 
division lost $700 million, as it set 
aside almost $5 billion to cover 
bills consumers can’t pay. It was 
the only one of seven units to post 
a loss for the quarter. 

JPMorgan said nearly 6 percent 
of cardholders were at least 30 
days behind on their payments. 

A new survey done for Credit. 
com found that 45 percent of con- 
sumers said their card company 
has changed their agreements

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The return of a king

KASESE, Uganda — For years, Charles 
Wesley Mumbere worked as a nurse’s aide 
in Maryland and Pennsylvania, caring for 
the elderly and sick. No one there suspect- 
ed that he had inherited a royal title in his 
African homeland when he was just 13. 

On Monday, after years of political up- 
heaval and financial struggle, Mumbere, 
56, was finally crowned king of his people 
to the sound of drumbeats and thousands of 
cheering supporters wearing cloth printed 
with his portraits. 

Ata public rally later in the day, Ugandan 
President Yoweri Museveni officially rec- 
ognized the 300,000-strong Rwenzururu 


Kingdom. Museveni restored the 
traditional kingdoms his prede- 
cessor banned in 1967, but he has 
been adamant that kings restrict 
themselves to cultural duties and 
keep out of politics. 

“Tt is a great moment to know 
that finally the central govern- 
ment has understood the de- 
mands of the Bakonzo people 
who have been seeking very hard 
for recognition of their identity,” 
Mumbere said in the single-story 
building that serves as a palace. 

Thousands walked miles to see Mumbe- 
re be officially recognized. 

Among them was Masereka Tadai, 43, 
proudly overseeing practice for a march 
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that retired scouts and girl guides 
would perform before the king. 

“Everyone is very happy be- 
cause the president has accepted 
to come here and officially recog- 
nize the Rwenzururu Kingdom,” 
Tadai said. 

Mumbere inherited the title 
when his father, Isaya Mukirania 
Kibanzanga, died while leading a 
secessionist group in the Rwen- 
zori Mountains, otherwise known 
as the Mountains of the Moon. 
The rebels were protesting the 
oppression of their Bakonzo ethnic group 
by their then-rulers, the Toro Kingdom. 
The Bakonzo demanded to be recognized 
as a separate entity and named Kiban- 


zanga, a former primary school teacher, 
as their king in 1963. Although he received 
military training, Mumbere did not fight. 

Mumbere went to the United States in 
1984 on a government scholarship, attend- 
ing a business school until Uganda’s leader- 
ship changed and the stipend was stopped. 
He gained political asylum in 1987, trained 
as a nurse’s aide and took a job in a Wash- 
ington, Pa., nursing home to pay his bills, 
said The Patriot-News of Harrisburg in a 
July 2009 story. 

He is now a green card holder, and his 
children live in Harrisburg. But he never 
forgot the people he left behind. When the 
Ugandan government decided to reinstate 
the kingdoms, Mumbere lobbied for the 
Rwenzururu Kingdom to be among them. 
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Aren’t guidelines in AR 670-1? 


Can somebody please answer this ques- 
tion with a no-nonsense answer backed up 
with a reference: What are the guidelines 
for the wear of the combat patch? Aren’t 
the guidelines for wearing those found in 
Army Regulation 670-1? 

If there is a policy in black and white that 
states otherwise, I think a lot of soldiers 
would be interested in having that infor- 
mation. If the regulation is “the law,” then 
why do senior leaders continue to force sol- 
diers to wear certain patches? 

I read “General: GIs can wear combat 
patch of choice” (article, June 2, 2008) 
about this subject, where it took a general 
officer to inform certain levels of lead- 
ership that AR 670-1 is clear in its word- 
ing and that soldiers are allowed to wear 
whichever patch they want at any time. 

So why is this still even an issue today? 
On one hand, some senior leaders will 
imply that arguing for the regulation, and 
thus against their demands, shows younger 
troops that it is OK to question their lead- 
ership. However, when the leadership is 
clearly wrong, shouldn’t it be questioned? 
Wouldn’t it set a good example to soldiers 
that, as long as it’s done respectfully, it’s 
OK to question leadership when they are 
wrong? 

Sadly, leaders tend to use their rank as a 
deterrent to soldiers questioning the valid- 
ity of their policies, even if those policies 
go against the regulations. This just sets a 
bad example because one day, when these 
troops get to be in positions of leadership, 
they too will use the terrible excuse of “be- 
cause I said so” and ignore the rules. 

If that is acceptable, then why even have 
regulations to begin with? This nonsense of 
“add to, but not take away” needs to go the 
way of the dodo, especially in regard to AR 
670-1.

The key to cybersecurity

in the first place (“Warfare in the wires,” 
article, Oct. 20). 

Every single person, from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to Pvt. Joe Snuffy, believes 
he cannot exist without the Internet. In 
doing so, any office that deals with priority 
and critical information opens itself up to 
every hacker with a personal computer. 

I have been in communications since 
1977. Early on, we utilized “point to point” 
circuits. No hackers! There were hackers 
out there, but they had to find the commu- 
nications wire that was among thousands 
of wires to tap into it. 

Today, fiber optics is many times faster 
than copper and more secure. The min- 
ute you break it to tap into it, it sets off an 
alarm. 

They also have devices that can put 48 
data transmissions on one piece of glass 
the size of your hair. The fiber is in a bun- 
dle with up to 288 other fibers, giving thou- 
sands of possible data paths. If you send one 
bit down one fiber and another bit down an- 
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other fiber, what do you think the chance is 
of some kid getting your secure data? If you 
encrypt it also, he might as well go back to 
playing “Pong.” 

The answer to cybersecurity is not more 
government control, but better use of avail- 
able resources.

Respect the cross’ secular relevance, too

*m all for the separation of church and 
[se I believe that government en- 

dorsement of any particular religious 
sect or tradition has a corrosive effect on 
both the state and the faith in question. But 
I also think the attempt to separate religion 
from government is veering toward a fool- 
ish, parochial and ultimately impossible 
quest to separate religion from culture. 

Last week, Peter Eliasberg of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union of Southern Cali- 
fornia argued the case of Salazar v. Buono 
before the U.S. Supreme Court. The case, 
which involves a cross that has stood, in 
various forms, for 75 years as a memorial 
to World War I veterans in the Mojave Des- 
ert, elicited a heated exchange between 
Eliasberg and Justice Antonin Scalia. 

In a debate over whether the cross, 
which is on property surrounded by the 
Mojave National Preserve, violates the 
First Amendment ban on the establish- 
ment of religion, Eliasberg argued that a 
cross “is the predominant symbol of Chris- 
tianity” that “signifies that Jesus is the 
son of God and died to redeem mankind 
from our sins.” Therefore, it shouldn’t be 
allowed to “stand alone” as a war memo- 
rial in a national park. Scalia offered a dif- 
ferent definition. “The cross is the most 
common symbol of the resting place of 
the dead,” he said. The Los Angeles Times 
reported that Scalia “sharply disagreed” 
with Eliasberg. 

Eliasberg responded: “I have been in 
Jewish cemeteries. There is never a cross 
on a tombstone of a Jew,” he said. 

Scalia wasn’t persuaded: “I don’t think 
you can leap from that to the conclusion 
that the only war dead that the cross hon- 


ors are the Christian war dead. I think 
that’s an outrageous conclusion.” 

I see Eliasberg’s point, but Scalia’s no- 
tion that the cross has become a general- 
ized symbol of memorial strikes me as true, 
too. Sure, you might suspect that Scalia, 
a practicing Roman Catholic and a well- 
known conservative, is simply seeking an 
argument that would allow the cross in this 
case to pass constitutional muster, but he’s 
also accurately pointing to how entangled 
religion and culture are. 

Eliasberg’s reading that the cross has a 
specialized religious significance symbol- 
izing the son of God who died for mankind’s 
sins seems way too narrow an interpreta- 
tion. Does it mean that? Yes. Does it have 
other significance? Absolutely. 

Consider another common _ symbol, 
the Star of David. It is a symbol of Juda- 
ism, but it is also an ethnic, national and 
political symbol. It’d be hard, then, to say 
that its significance is entirely spiritual or 
theological. 

Sometimes, religious symbols have his- 
torical significance that in some contexts 
can transcend their theological meaning. 
Five years ago, under threat of a lawsuit by 
the ACLU, the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors voted to remove a cross 
from the county seal. In the iconography of 
the seal, which had a number of symbolic 
images on it, the cross stood for the Catho- 
lic missions whose founding in the late 18th 
century signaled the dawn of modern Los 
Angeles history. But the ACLU claimed it 
represented “an impermissible endorse- 
ment of Christianity by the county govern- 
ment.” The supervisors didn’t fight it, but 
they should have. 

In his 1996 book “The Truth of Broken 
Symbols,’ philosopher and_ theologian 
Robert C. Neville observed that in predom-

inantly secular societies, religious symbols 
often lose their theological specificity and 
become broadly generalized. In fact, he 
points to the American military cemetery 
in Cambridge, England, where a “sign 
explains that a Star of David on a tomb- 
stone signifies the grave of a Jewish sol- 


dier whereas a cross signifies ‘all others.’” 
Likewise, he notes that “clergy blessing 
governmental ceremonies are performa- 
tively invoking divine aid by their very 
presence but are likely to pray in terms so 
general as not to be specific to their own 
religion’s symbol system.” 

Culture is moving toward greater syn- 
cretism, something you can see in the 
increase in interracial marriage and the 
election of a black president. As for reli- 
gion, a recent survey found that Ameri- 
cans who don’t identify with any religion 
— now 15 percent overall and 22 percent 
of all adults ages 18 to 29 — make up the 
fastest-growing religious “tradition” in the 
country. 

The problem with the ACLU’s approach 
to religious symbols is that it’s zero sum 
and old school — it is, dare I say it, puritan- 
ical. Its narrow vision could rob the public 
sphere of symbols we need to understand 
who we are, what we’re about and where 
we came from. 

The truth is that even as we become a 
more secular country, religion will contin- 
ue to be an integral part of our society, his- 
tory and culture. Indeed, our very notions 
of politics and good government are the 
legacy of zealously religious people. Even 
our ideals of religious freedom and church/ 
state division have roots in the theological 
convictions of Colonial and Revolutionary- 
era Baptists and Presbyterians as much as 
in the Enlightenment. Even if we don’t as a 
nation profess one faith or another, religion 
is at the core of American identity. To seek 
to root it out of civic life and culture alto- 
gether is not only impossible, it’s silly.

schools ignoring Cub Scout motto: Do your best

very few weeks comes a tale from 
one school or another so unbeliev- 


ably stupid that it makes one shud- 
der with disbelief at the lack of judgment in 
the administration of the American educa- 
tion system. 

We should collectively ask whether the 
people we designate to teach and look after 
our children most of their daylight hours 
have ever been tested for common sense. 
The answer would be obvious. 

What in the world am I talking about? 
Well, it is called zero tolerance and it treats 
every incident — no matter how innocent 
or incidental or actually threatening — the 
same. It is as if the Queen of Hearts has 
taken over the school and is constantly 
shouting, “Off with their heads!” 

The latest example of this disreputable 
policy instituted in a number of school dis- 
tricts around the nation to prevent such 
actual incidents of chaos as the Columbine 
High School tragedy is so pathetic that it 
utterly discredits the practice by doing 
more harm than the damage it is designed 
to avoid. It would be almost laughable if it 
weren’t so tragically flawed. 

Until a public outcry forced his school 
board to back down, a 6-year-old boy in 
Delaware faced 45 days in reform school 
because he had the temerity to bring his 
new Cub Scout all-in-one knife, fork and 
spoon rig to school so he could eat lunch 
with it. He was so anxious to be a Cub he 
just had to try it out. It might as well have 
been a lethal switchblade or a hatchet 
under zero tolerance and in the eyes of 
those “educators” who administer it. The 
boy’s age and intentions were irrelevant. 


The young man was forced to appear 
with two adults who could testify to his 
character during a hearing on his appeal to 
be forgiven. The mental giants, presumably 
including his principal, were told among 
other things that he was so fond of school 
he insisted at times on wearing a coat and 
tie, obviously making him a person of in- 
terest to the same kind of authorities who 
the Supreme Court recently decided had 
violated the constitutional rights of a sev- 
enth-grade girl when they strip-searched 
her over ibuprofen pills under a similar 
policy. She didn’t have any pills. 

According to press accounts, some in 
Delaware think that officials should have 
case-by-case discretion in applying the 
law and a bill was introduced in the state 
Legislature to accomplish that. But appar- 
ently it was too radical an idea. The inci- 


dent that prompted the proposal involved 
a third-grade girl whose grandmother 
baked a birthday cake for her class and 
unthinkingly sent a knife along to cut it. 
The teacher called the principal to report 
the girl but not until after she (the teacher) 
used the knife to cut the cake. Now that is 
really being practical. One wonders if she 
got a raise for such ingenuity. 

Examples of the absence of common 
sense go on and on under this policy. More 
and more parents are opting for home- 
schooling rather than subject their young- 
sters to such arbitrary discipline that at 
best can result only in suspension and at 
worst long-term expulsion. Taking the dis- 
cretion out of the policy apparently came 
about because of studies showing that Af- 
rican-American youngsters were being 
more severely disciplined for the same of- 


fense. In typical educator fashion, a solu- 
tion to this abhorrent discrimination was 
to apply the policy wholesale rather than 
attempting to actually bring equity for ev- 
eryone into the situation. 

There is no question that teachers and 
principals in many districts have their 
hands full with discipline. But dealing with 
children at the elementary school level re- 
quires them to recognize that a child is 
a child and if he turns in a knife, as one 
youngster did, after finding it in his back- 
pack where he had left it after a hiking trip, 
he was doing the right thing and should be 
rewarded for his honesty and diligence 
rather than being suspended as he was. 

But that would require an element of 
horse sense in a world where it is becom- 
ing increasingly obvious there is none.

The warning comes after more 
than two decades of some veteri- 
narians’ quiet refusal to follow a 
1985 law requiring them to turn 
over the pet owners’ names. 

Houston officials want the names 
of hundreds of thousands of pet 
owners who allegedly haven’t ob- 
tained the required city license for 
their animals, which could mean a 
citation. Such licenses could gen- 
erate more than $1 million for the 
city’s general fund. 


Judge protects bighorns 
from domestic sheep 


ID BOISE — A federal judge 

has ordered a_ western 
Idaho rancher to keep his sheep 
off his family’s traditional graz- 
ing ground on public land, at least 
temporarily, to protect wild native 
bighorns. 

U.S. District Judge Lynn Win- 
mill ruled that a pact between a 
Salmon River rancher and the state 
to keep his domestic herd sepa- 
rate from bighorns on a Bureau of 
Land Management allotment fell 
short of a 2009 law aimed at help- 
ing Idaho’s ranching industry and 
protecting the native wild sheep. 

The Wilderness Society, Western 
Watersheds Project and Hells Can- 
yon Preservation Council had all 
contended that a bighorn herd near 
Riggins was in danger of catching 
deadly diseases if the allotment 
near Partridge Creek opened to 
domestic herds on schedule. 


Female chimp, 49, 
dies at Toledo Zoo 


TOLEDO — The Toledo 
Zoo says one of the oldest 
female chimpanzees in the North 
American zoo population has died. 

Fifi, a 49-year-old chimp came 
to the Toledo Zoo in 1963 at the age 
of 3 and was easily identified by a 
small white toy alligator she car- 
ried for nine years. 

The zoo said that Fifi’s keepers 
noticed recently that she seemed 
stiff and tired. After improving, 
she then appeared disoriented 
and deteriorated rapidly until she 
died. 
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A necropsy revealed possible 
blood vessel abnormalities in her 
brain. Further tests will be done. 


City considers ban on 
driving with cell phones 


FA | WAILU KI— Mauiofficials 
H are considering banning 
drivers from using any electronic 
device while behind the wheel. 

The proposal introduced by 
Maui County Council Member 
Joe Pontanilla follows a push na- 
tionwide to ban the use of devices, 
including cell phones, that distract 
drivers.

All the items had belonged to the 
late Gary Pepper, who ran a fan 
club and was a friend. Pepper, who 
had cerebral palsy, died in 1980. 


Officials arrest three 
in visa scheme 


WEST COVINA — A 
wra West Covina, Calif., at- 
torney and two business associ- 
ates were arrested on suspicion of 
selling dozens of fake employment 
visas and then laundering the prof- 
its by buying vacant burial plots, 
authorities said. 

Kelly Einstein Darwin Giles, 46, 
the owner of a West Covina law 
practice was taken into custody 
by customs agents at Los Ange- 
les International Airport as he 
returned from a trip, authorities 
said. His two business associates, 
Joseph Wai-man Wu, 50, and his 
wife, May Yin-man Wu, 43, were 
arrested too. 

All three were charged with visa 
fraud. 

The trio are accused of setting 
up nearly a dozen fake companies 
in order to file fraudulent employ- 
ment visa applications, many of 
them for H-1B visas, which are 
reserved for foreign workers with 
specialized skills, authorities said. 

The defendants charged be- 
tween $6,000 and $50,000 to file 
fraudulent visa petitions on behalf 
of applicants, authorities said. 


Billions in unclaimed 
bonds date to WWII 


Vi HELENA — The fed- 

eral government is 
facing a lawsuit over billions in 
unclaimed bonds that date back to 
the patriotic fundraising efforts of 
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World War II, leading to a show- 
down between states who say they 
should be given the money and a 
Treasury Department that claims 
ownership. 

World War II sparked an un- 
precedented bond-buying cam- 
paign, spurred on by one of the 
largest advertising campaigns 
ever seen. 

Most American families bought 
at least one bond at the time and 
many never cashed them in — 
thanks in part to a 40-year matu- 
rity in the bonds. 

More than $16 billion worth of 
the bonds are unclaimed, either 
lost or forgotten with the death of 
the original purchasers. 


St. Anthony of Padua 
statue is beheaded 


SAN ANTONIO — A 

54-year-old statue of St. 
Anthony of Padua, namesake of 
the city of San Antonio, has been 
beheaded. 

A spokesman for the San Anto- 
nio Roman Catholic archdiocese 
says witnesses reported seeing a 
man shouting obscenities in the 
city’s Main Plaza, near San Fer- 
nando Cathedral. 

Deacon Pat Rodgers tells the 
San Antonio Express-News that 
the man grew agitated as he ran 
through the courtyard and past 
the statue. Rodgers says the 
man stopped and hurled a rock 
at the statue’s head, knocking 
off the head.

Gas driller says it is 
recycling wastewater 


ie HARRISBURG — One 

of the most active explo- 
ration companies on the Marcel- 
lus Shale natural gas formation 
says it is using a water-recycling 
system it devised. 

Oil and gas company Range 
Resources Corp. said it is reus- 
ing all the water it recovers from 
newly drilled wells in its core 
exploration area in southwestern 
Pennsylvania. 

That adds up to millions of 
gallons of water being reused in 
Washington County. 

The Fort Worth, Texas-based 
company says the recycling is cut- 
ting drilling costs, water use and 
trucking traffic while eliminating 
the dumping of wastewater into 
waterways. 

Solids are filtered on location 
from the flowback before the 
water is piped above ground to a 
central impoundment. 


Drug testing company 
sees drop in opiate use

largest locally owned drug 
testing company says it has found 
a drop in the use of opiates and 
prescription drugs with opiates 
among workers and job candi- 
dates it tested. 

Diagnostic Laboratory Services 
Inc. said its third quarter test re- 
sults show the number of people 
using either legal or illegal opiate 
drugs fell to under a quarter of 1 
percent.

Angels warm up, battle back in Game 3 


Backup catcher ends another wild one with two-out double in 11th

ANAHEIM, Calif. — Sorry, 
Disneyland. The best roller coast- 
er ride in Orange County on Mon- 
day was at Angel Stadium. 

Six homers by the Angels and 
Yankees. A late lead change. 
Extra innings — again. A win- 
ning hit by a backup catcher who 
batted .211 this season. 

Now that’s a ride — and for Jeff 
Mathis, the AL championship 
series was the happiest place on 
Earth. 

Mathis drove home Howie 
Kendrick with a two-out double 
in the 11th inning, and the Angels 
survived a second straight thrill- 
er, beating New York 5-4 Monday 
to trim the Yankees’ series lead to 
2-1. 

The Yankees’ first loss of the 
playoffs might have stunned some 
people. New York had a three-run 
lead in the fifth inning with Andy 
Pettitte on the mound, looking 
to stand alone as baseball’s win- 
ningest postseason pitcher. 

Instead, Kendrick and Vladi- 
mir Guerrero erased the lead 
with homers — and the real fun 
in this 261-minute epic hadn’t 
even really begun. 

“Anyone who thought we were 
going to breeze through a series 
with the Angels is crazy,” said 
New York’s Mark Teixeira, the 
former Angels slugger who made 
several strong defensive plays. 
“This is a great team, and they 
came to play today.” 

Kendrick, himself a part-time 
infielder, homered and tripled be- 
fore singling with two outs in the 
11th off rookie Alfredo Aceves. 
Mathis followed with his drive 
up against the left-field wall, and 
Kendrick slid home well ahead of 
a desperate throw, setting off an 
on-field celebration of the back- 
ups’ bonanza. 

Mathis came up with his third 
late-inning, extra-base hit of this 
outlandish series, just two days 
after New York’s frigid 310-min- 
ute, 13-inning victory in Game 2. 

“Obviously, it’s the biggest hit of 
my life,’ Mathis said. “For Howie 
to have the at-bat he did right 
there, and to get on base and put 
one in the gap to win the game, 
it’s a pretty good feeling.” 

Game 4 was Tuesday night, 
with CC Sabathia pitching on 
three days’ rest against Angels 
newcomer Scott Kazmir. Game 
5 in the best-of-seven series is 
Thursday. 

The last time a playoff series 
went to extra innings in back-to- 
back games, the Yankees were in 
the middle of their infamous 2004 
collapse against the Boston Red 
Sox. Only three teams have blown 
a 2-0 lead in a league champion- 
ship series, but the 2004 Yankees 
are in that trio: After taking a 3-0 
lead against Boston that infamous 
fall, the Yankees lost 13 of their 
next 17 postseason games before 
winning their first five this year. 

“You wouldn’t think Jeff Mathis

would be the guy that beats us, 
but top to bottom, they’re a good 
lineup,” said Yankees reliever 
Phil Hughes, who got five outs 
and finished the ninth. 

If the Angels had any lingering 
doubts about their ability to match 
up with the big-money Yankees 
after two discouraging losses in 
the chilly Bronx, those worries 
melted during their comeback in 
the balmy Orange County sun. 

“Man, that was one of the crazi- 
est games,” said Angels outfielder 
Torii Hunter, who lamented his 
1-for-5 effort. ““We were up, we 
were down. I’ve got a headache 
right now, but it was a lot of fun. 


Both teams were battling and 
we came through in the end. As 
long as you have innings and outs 
left, you’ve got a chance to make 
something happen.” 

The Angels overcame a 3-0 def- 
icit and four solo homers by the 
Yankees’ stars, including Jorge 
Posada’s tying shot in the eighth. 
Bobby Abreu made a big bas- 
erunning mistake, Joba Cham- 
berlain flopped, and Mariano 
Rivera made a gutsy stand with 
the bases loaded in the 10th be- 
fore Kendrick and Mathis made 
it all academic with two quick 
hits against Aceves, the Yankees’ 
eighth pitcher. 


“This is the type of series we 
expected it to be,” Yankees man- 
ager Joe Girardi said. “We didn’t 
really stretch out any of our pitch- 
ers too far today out of the bull- 
pen, so I believe our guys will be 
fine tomorrow.” 

The Angels ended their six- 
game ALCS losing streak. The 
Yankees had been 5-0 in these 
playoffs, starting with a sweep 
over the Minnesota Twins. 

The Yankees had a 3-0 lead 
midway through the fifth on hom- 
ers by Derek Jeter, Alex Rodri- 
guez and Johnny Damon. Pettitte 
also appeared to be cruising to- 
ward his record 16th career post-

Athletes deal with tough calls 





Sports sometimes take back seat to Far Kast activities

TOKYO — Darius Wyche lis- 
tened attentively as Matthew C. 
Perry yearbook adviser Kevin 
Rossiter gave guidelines for the 
beginning photo and digital ma- 
nipulation challenge to a group 
of DODDS-Pacific journalism 
and yearbook students at the 
New Sanno Hotel’s Ambassador 
Room. 

It was Day 1 of the three-day 
Far East Journalism Confer- 
ence. And as it unfolded, Wyche, 
a sophomore yearbook staffer, 
found part of him was roughly 750 
miles west, back at Daegu Ameri- 
can, where his Warriors football 
team prepared for a crucial battle 
Saturday at Osan American. 

“This is helping me out with my 
(yearbook) grade,” said Wyche, a 
starting safety for the Warriors 
(5-0). They need only a victory 
to sweep the season series from 
Osan and secure host rights to the 
Far East Class A title game. 

Part of Wyche would “rather 
be back home, getting ready,” he 
said. “I know it’s going to be hard 
work.” 

Wyche was not alone among 
students facing divided loyal- 
ties and tough decisions. Senior 
outside hitter Nicole Sparks of 
two-time defending Class A girls 
volleyball champion Osan was 
missing preparation for a Friday 
battle at Daegu. 

Her coaches “weren’t happy” 
at first about Sparks leaving. “It 
took a long time” for her to make 
up her mind, she said. 

Sparks would not have come at 
all, she said, if Osan was playing 
a match. “Luckily, a Wednesday 
match was canceled, and I get 
back on Thursday so Ill be back 
in time for the game on Friday.” 

Nile C. Kinnick senior ten- 
nis player John Bogen missed 
Wednesday’s matches with Chris- 
tian Academy In Japan as well as 
preparing for Thursday’s Kanto 
Plain Association of Secondary 
Schools tournament at Chiba,

east of Tokyo. 

“It’s hard to balance two dif- 
ferent hobbies,” Bogen said, add- 
ing that Kinnick had to forfeit 
Bogen’s No. 2 singles match with 
CAJ. Still, he said he appreciates 
the conference as a “learning 
experience” and that he “would 
have regretted not coming.” 

Such torn feelings are part 
of life within DODDS-Pacific’s 
large variety of Far East activi- 
ties — 19 total on the 2009-10 Far 
East Activities calendar. 

Journalism leads that list. It 
welcomed 113 students, about 
40 percent athletes, from 12 
DODDS-Pacific schools to the 
New Sanno. 

“T love it,’ new DODDS-Pa- 
cific director Diana Ohman said 
of the many activities. “Choices 
are good for kids, especially good 
choices.” 

DODDS students get far more 
choices than their stateside coun- 
terparts at larger schools, where 
they may be limited to one or two 
sports and maybe one or two ac- 


tivities. Sparks, for example, also 
does Junior ROTC, Model Unit- 
ed Nations and National Honor 
Society. 

“Here, everybody can partici- 
pate in every single sport, and it’s 
much easier to make ateam here,” 
Wyche said. “In the States, I might 
not have that opportunity.” 

With journalism going high- 
tech, “you take away this oppor- 
tunity from the kids, they miss 
out on a lot of new things in the 
business,” said Zama American 
yearbook adviser Richard Rod- 
gers, who organized this year’s 
conference. “And the kids still get 
the yearbook done.” 

Seven of the 19 activities are 
sports related. Some journalism 
team organizers felt there’s aneed 
for more non-sports activities. 

“We need more on the academ- 
ic and career side,” said Seoul 
American journalism teacher 
David Clausen, who helped found 
the journalism conference in 
1992 and has attended 13 since. 
“The more opportunities, the bet- 


ter. And it doesn’t conflict with 
other Far East activities.” 

But it does mean missing out on 
other things. Aside from missing 
practice, senior backup quarter- 
back Patrick Varner also missed 
homecoming week at Kubasaki. 

“My last one, too,” Varner said. 
“Not good.” 

Team chemistry also can be- 
come an issue. “We’re trying to 
keep the team as solid as pos- 
sible,” Kadena junior cross-coun- 
try runner Avery Lennard said. 
“Being in Tokyo, how is this going 
to affect me and the team?” 

At least one athlete didn’t hesi- 
tate. “I believe in my team and I 
know they’re going to do well with 
or without me, so the choice was 
pretty simple,” Perry senior ten- 
nis player Andre Bugawan said. 
His Samurai host E.J. King and 
Robert D. Edgren this weekend. 

Once in Tokyo, there’s also the 
problem of staying in game shape 
during the wide array of work- 
shops, challenges and field trips. 

Many spend time in the Sanno’s 
gymnasium and swimming pool. 
“We’re working out whenever we 
can,” Wyche said of himself and 
teammates Jarett Waters and 
David Silva. 

Kadena junior runner An- 
drea Grade says she’s putting in 
“about 45 minutes to an hour” in 
the gym. Lennard said the team 
is considering making a run to a 
nearby park each day “and see 
how that goes. But that’s difficult 
to do in Tokyo,” she said. 

Back home, coaches were car- 
rying on without their scribes. 

“We want kids to participate in 
as many activities as possible,” 
Bogen’s tennis coach Nico Hindie 
said. 

While it’s “tough,” Hindie said, 
to play a strong CAJ team with- 
out a No. 2 singles, the journalism 
conference “is a once-in-a-life- 
time opportunity. We wish we 
could have [Bogen], but there’s 
more to life than tennis.”

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Hingis rules out comeback to tennis tour

PARIS — Martina Hingis won’t 
make a comeback to competitive 
tennis. 

The 29-year old Hingis, who 
retired after getting a two-year 
ban in 2007 for testing positive 
for cocaine, said Tuesday in an 
interview with L’Equipe that she 
is happy with her new life. 

“T’ve got a nice house, my four 
horses,” Hingis said. “On the tour, 
I had no life.” 

Hingis added that even without 
being tested positive, she likely 
would have retired. 

“If I had won the four Grand 
Slam tournaments, maybe I 
would have continued,” she said. 
“But I was on downslope. And I 
was suspended for two years, and 
that was it.” 

Hingis, who spent 209 weeks 
at No. 1 in the women’s rankings 
and won five Grand Slam singles 
titles, said she went through hard 
times during her suspension. 

“T didn’t have the right to play 
any competition, even in another 
Olympic sport,” she said. “I didn’t 
have the right to feature in eques- 
trian competition, even at an am- 
ateur level. ... ’m not sure I have 
completely recovered.” 

Hingis tested positive for co- 
caine after a third-round exit at 
Wimbledon in 2007. She denied 
using the drug. 

Hingis said she learned that 
her suspension was over on Sept. 
30 — her birthday — a few days 
after undergoing a doping test at 
her home. 

“They thought maybe, like 
you, that I was planning a second 
comeback,” she said. 

Hingis quit tennis for the first 
time in 2002 because of foot and 
leg injuries.

m@ Mats Wilander quit Tuesday 
as captain of Sweden’s Davis Cup 
team. 

Wilander, who was briefly 
ranked No. 1 in the 1980s, led 
Sweden to the Davis Cup semi- 
finals in 2007.

Three who died in Detroit 
race described as healthy 


DETROIT — The deaths of 
three runners who collapsed dur- 
ing a 13.1-mile half marathon ap- 
pear to have been an aberration, 
but at least six runners have died 
while competing in such events in 
the last two months. 

Autopsies were inconclusive 
Monday on the bodies of Rick 
Brown, 65, of Marietta, Ohio; 
Daniel Langdon, 36, of Laings- 
burg in central Michigan; and 
Jonathan Fenlon, 26, of Water- 
ford, northwest of Detroit. The 
Wayne County medical examiner 
has requested toxicology tests. 

The three died Sunday during 
or after running a half marathon 
at the Detroit Free Press/Flag- 
star Bank Marathon. Brown and 
Langdon collapsed near the end 
of the race, and Fenlon died after 
crossing the finish line. Friends 
and family of the men said they 
had trained for the 13.1-mile race 
and were in great shape. 


Penguins’ Talbot practices, 
but won’t return soon 


PITTSBURGH — Pittsburgh 
Penguins forward Max Talbot 
practiced Monday with his team- 
mates for the first time since scor- 
ing both of their goals in Game 7 
of the Stanley Cup finals. 

Talbot, who had surgery in July 
to repair a torn labrum in left 
shoulder, wore a red jersey that 
signified he could not be involved 
in contact during practice. 

While Talbot is skating and 
working on his shooting, he is not 
expected to play for at least an- 
other month to six weeks. After 
the surgery, doctors told him that 
returning in four months would 
be risky and that it would be safer 
to wait for five months — or some- 
time in early December.

Russian bronze medal 
gymnast killed in car crash 


MOSCOW — Russian police 
said Tuesday gymnast Yury Ry- 
azanov was killed in a car crash 
near his home, just days after tak- 
ing the bronze medal in the world 
championships. 

Police spokesman Oleg Ku- 
rochkin told The Associated Press 
that Ryazanov died Tuesday after 
a head-on collision near the city 
of Vladimir, about 125 miles east 
of Moscow. 

Kurochkin said the 22-year-old 
Ryazanov veered into oncoming 
traffic. 

Ryazanov had recently re- 
turned from London, where he 
finished third in the individual 
all-around competition at worlds. 
At the 2004 Athens Olympics, he 
finished seventh. 


WNBA announces Shock 
moving to Tulsa 


TULSA, Okla. — It’s official: 
The three-time WNBA cham- 
pion Detroit Shock are moving to 
Tulsa, Okla. 

WNBA President Donna Oren- 
der and other officials made the 
announcement Tuesday, a day 
after The Associated Press re- 
ported the move. 

The announcement came 
five days after the Tulsa owner- 
ship group said it would apply 
to purchase a WNBA franchise. 
Oklahoma City businessmen Bill 
Cameron and David Box lead the 
group. 

Former Tulsa and Arkansas 
coach Nolan Richardson will be 


the Tulsa team’s coach and gen- 
eral manager. 


IOC confident in Rio 
despite new wave of violence 


LONDON — The IOC is con- 
fident Brazil will deliver a safe 
Olympics in 2016 despite the 
weekend violence between rival 
drug gangs that killed 21 people 
in Rio de Janeiro. 

The violence came two weeks 
after the International Olympic 
Committee voted to award the 
2016 Games to Rio, taking the 
event to South America for the 
first time. 

IOC spokesman Mark Adams 
said Tuesday that security is al- 
ways a priority for the Olympics 
no matter where the games are 
held. He said Rio’s security is 
under the control of the national, 
regional and city authorities. 


Former Seahawks player 
booked in Louisiana slaying 


SLIDELL, La. — Former Seat- 
tle Seahawks safety Terreal Bier- 
rla was arrested Tuesday in the 
killing of a Louisiana man. 

St. Tammany Parish Sheriff 
Jack Strain said Bierria, who 
played for Seattle in 2002 and 
2004, has been charged with one 
count of first-degree murder. 

Authorities said the victim 
was 29-year-old Soron Salter of 
Slidell. He was found on the floor 
of a home with wounds indicating 
a violent struggle. They said Bier- 
ria’s car was seen at the house and 
he admitted himself to a hospital 
for cuts to his hands and arms. 
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UConn coach: Players not involved in fight

STORRS, Conn. — The football coach at 
the University of Connecticut said Tuesday 
he’s heard nothing to indicate members of 
his team were involved in a fight before 
player Jasper Howard was killed over the 
weekend. 

Randy Edsall, speaking at his weekly 
news conference, said there may have been 
some “verbal jostling” but he has not been 
told that his players were fighting. 

“When I hear fight, I usually think of 
people throwing fists,’ Edsall said. “I 
haven’t got that information. Now young 
kids, could it be verbal jostling, yeah. 

“T don’t know of anybody that has sub- 
stantiated [the fighting]. Now, I think any- 
time you probably get 300 people together 
sometimes there probably is going to be 
some verbal jostling going on.” 

Police have said Howard was fatally 
stabbed, and another player suffered minor 
injuries, during a fight outside a universi- 
ty-sponsored dance early Sunday. Nobody 


has been charged with the stabbing, and 
UConn police said Tuesday there were no 
new developments in the investigation. 

Hartford attorney Deron Freeman said 
he represents a man whose home has been 
searched in connection with the fight. The 
man, whom Freeman would not identify, 
and several others got into a fight “with 
about six” UConn football players early 
Sunday. Freeman said his client did not 
stab Howard but was present when How- 
ard was mortally wounded. 

Freeman said Monday that police told 
his client that he and others would be ar- 
rested, but on Tuesday Freeman said he 
didn’t know when or if charges would be 
filed. 

Howard’s stepfather, Henry Williams, 
said Tuesday that the family is confident 
that the killer will be brought to justice. 
Speaking to reporters, Williams also ex- 
pressed gratitude for the outpouring of 
love and support the family has received 
from the Connecticut community.

“We have a lot of pain,” Williams said. 
“We still have hurt, but we can go on now 
feeling a little better because a lot of our 
questions have been answered. The cap- 
tain of the state police told me, ‘The case 
will be solved,’ and I believe him.” 

Funeral services were tentatively set 
for Monday in Florida and Edsall said the 
team will attend. 

Williams asked UConn’s football players 
to take a moment to grieve, and then play 
the rest of the season for his son. 

Police on Tuesday were asking for the 
public’s help in gathering evidence in the 
killing, particularly from people who may 
have taken photos or videos of the fight. The 
violence broke out just after a fire alarm 
went off in a student center, forcing around 
300 people to evacuate from a dance. 

One person has been charged in con- 
nection with the fight. Johnny Hood, 21, of 
Hartford, was arraigned Monday on charg- 
es of interfering with an officer and breach 
of peace. But he has not been charged in 


Howard’s death, and police haven’t identi- 
fied a suspect. 


Bearcats’ Pike has surgery on forearm 


CINCINNATI — Quarterback Tony Pike 
had surgery Tuesday to repair a damaged 
plate in his non-throwing arm, leaving his 
status uncertain for fifth-ranked Cincinna- 
ti’s game against Louisville. 

Pike broke his left forearm last season, 
had a plate and six screws inserted, and 
returned after missing two games. He led 
the Bearcats to their first Big East title by 
playing with a cast on the arm.

NEW YORK — It sure seemed 
as though the New York Rangers 
were on their way to an eighth 
straight victory.

Exchanges support contention 
QB's killer was losing control

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Text messages 
between a woman and former NFL quar- 
terback Steve McNair made in the hours 
before police say she shot him to death and 
turned the gun on herself support authori- 
ties’ contention that she was spiraling out 
of control. 

Nashville police released the 50 text 
messages Monday night as part of a case 
summary and detailed the exchanges 
between the two hours before the July 4 
murder-suicide. 

Sahel Kazemi texted McNair on July 3 
to say she was so stressed she might have 
a breakdown and asked for $2,000 to pay 
bills. One text said she might need to go toa 
hospital because she could hardly breathe. 

Police say texts show McNair had some- 
one transfer the money. The texts also show 
Kazemi meeting McNair at the Nashville 
condominium where he was shot. He asked 
her to leave the front door open for him. 

Spokesman Don Aaron said he has been 
working to summarize the case for weeks 
and denied it was a response to a two-part 
report on CBS’ “The Early Show” ques- 
tioning the original investigation. 

“Tf anyone has information that needs to 


come to the attention of the police depart- 
ment, we’ll be happy to receive it as part of 
this investigation,” Aaron told The Associ- 
ated Press. “But at this juncture, there has 
been nothing uncovered that suggests this 
is not a murder-suicide.” 

The CBS report Monday interviewed 
friends portraying Kazemi as happy and 
showed that she had approximately $2,500 
in her bank account at the time of her 
death. 

Kazemi’s texts to McNair talk of her 
showing furniture she planned to sell to 
some people and how she was at a store 
“trying to fix” her phone. She wanted to 
pay bills before going to work. When she 
said she could hardly breathe, McNair 
asked if she wanted him to come over. She 
said she would take a nap. 

McNair texted her that afternoon, say- 
ing he had someone transfer the money. 

Kazemi later texted McNair three times 
asking to be with him that night. He said 
he was having trouble getting his sons to 
sleep. But at that time, McNair was seen at 
a restaurant with friends. Kazemi texted 
she was going to his condo. He texted back 
at 12:38 a.m. that he was on his way and 
asked her to open the front door at 12:52 
a.m. Kazemi told him at 1:14 a.m. it was 
open.

The last text was at 2:23 with Kazemi 
saying, “I am going to the store.” But po- 
lice say the message received by McNair’s 
phone seemed oddly placed in the stream 
of messages and out of synch. A T-Mobile 
specialist told police it could be a service 
or technical problem that caused a delay in 
the delivery of the message. 

The summary also details how police 
checked video footage from businesses 
in the area and found a law firm camera 
caught the backside of the condo where 
their bodies were found later July 4. The 
footage did not show any suspicious activ- 
ity or departure in the early hours of that 
morning. 

Police also list the shift manager at the 
restaurant where Kazemi worked who told 
officers something seemed to be bother- 
ing Kazemi on July 3. Sonya New said she 
asked Kazemi if everything was all right 
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irs text messages 


when the server told her of her DUI arrest 
on July 2. The manager also knew of Ka- 
zemi’s roommate moving and asked about 
MecNair’s divorce. 

“And she (Kazemi) just rolled her eyes. 
New said at the end of the conversation, 
Kazemi said, “My life is just (awful) and I 
should end it.” 

Business was slow that night when Ka- 
zemi asked if she could leave early. She 
clocked out at 10:07 p.m. 

The summary also includes new infor- 
mation from the woman Kazemi followed 
from McNair’s condo, suspicious that he 
was involved with someone else. 

Police also say Leah Ignagni confirmed 
she was dating McNair and recalled see- 
ing a woman in a black Cadillac Escalade 
parked outside his condo two or three 
weeks before his murder. Ignagni saw the 
woman follow her and later saw the Esca- 
lade circling her block or parked outside 
her apartment a week or two later. A 2007 
black Escalade was co-registered both to 
Kazemi and McNair. 

Ignagni told police McNair visited her 
around 4 a.m. on July 2 — a couple hours 
after Kazemi’s arrest — to tell her “Jenni” 
had been arrested for DUI. McNair then 
spent the night of July 2 at Ignagni’s apart- 
ment but left early July 3. 

The report also includes details from 
the crime scene that blood stains showed 
Kazemi’s upper body was in McNair’s 
lap before sliding to the floor. Police also 
found the gun under Kazemi’s head with 
an impression in the carpet the summary 
said indicates neither the gun nor Kazemi’s 
body was moved before officers arrived.

Key defenders lost for season

Three key defensive players 
were lost for the season on Sun- 
day: Jets nose tackle Kris Jen- 
kins, Falcons cornerback Brian 
Williams, and Bengals end Ant- 
wan Odom. 

Jenkins was placed on injured 
reserve Monday with a torn ante- 
rior cruciate ligament in his left 
knee, a huge loss for one of the 
league’s top-ranked defenses. 

“That’s hard,” coach Rex Ryan 
said. “It’s going to be hard to re- 
place Kris. There’s not many Kris 
Jenkins playing in this league. 
Obviously, his impact is going to 
be felt.” 

The four-time Pro Bowl selec- 
tion was injured while making a 
tackle in the second quarter of 
the Jets’ 16-13 overtime loss to 
Buffalo on Sunday. 

Jenkins, in his second season 
with New York, said he has “a 
little bit of a bone bruise on top 
of it.” He added that the medical 
staff told him it would be a few 
weeks before the knee is operated 
on so he can strengthen it and re- 
gain his range of motion. 

Williams sustained the same 
injury as Jenkins when he landed 
awkwardly on his right knee while 
defending a pass to Greg Olsen in 
the end zone in the fourth quarter 
against Chicago. 

“It’s going to be a big loss for us 
but it’s going to be an opportunity 
for another player on our squad,” 
coach Mike Smith said. 

The third veteran defender 


sidelined was Odom, who entered 
the weekend tied for the league 
lead with eight sacks. Odom had 
surgery for a torn right Achilles’ 
tendon on Monday. 

“Antwan has done some things 
this year that no one’s done,” 
teammate Tank Johnson said 
Monday. “He’s a great player and 
a great asset to our defense. An- 
twan has a lot of natural ability. 
He can reach over five people and 
grab you with his long arms.” 

Seahawks linebacker _Lofa 
Tatupu’s prognosis improved. Se- 
attle coach Jim Mora said Monday 
further tests on the three-time 
Pro Bowl linebacker’s chest mus- 
cle indicated a partial tear rather 
than a complete one. He was in- 
jured while trying to tackle Ari- 
zona receiver Larry Fitzgerald. 

If Monday’s results from the 
MRI exam are accurate, Tatupu 
could be back after a few weeks 
of rehabilitation. 

Jaguars cornerback Rashean 
Mathis will have more tests to 
determine the severity of a bro- 
ken index finger on his left hand. 
Mathis, the team’s top defensive 
back, might need surgery to re- 
pair ligament damage. Coach 
Jack Del Rio said surgery would 
not be season-ending. 


Panthers DB Wesley 
suspended one game for hit 
CHARLOTTE, N.C. — The 
NFL suspended Carolina Pan- 
thers special teams player Dante 
Wesley one game without pay 


Monday for launching himself 
into defenseless Tampa Bay re- 
turner Clifton Smith. 

Wesley left his feet and hit 
Smith in the neck and head with 
his forearm and shoulder as Smith 
waited to field a punt late in the 
second quarter on Sunday. Smith 
sustained a concussion and both 
benches emptied onto the field. 
Wesley was immediately ejected. 

Smith had not signaled for a 
fair catch and Wesley said he 
mistimed hitting him. But NFL 
executive vice president of foot- 
ball operations Ray Anderson 
called the act a flagrant violation 
of player safety rules. 

“The prohibited contact in this 
case went well beyond simply in- 
terfering with the receiver,” An- 
derson wrote in a letter to Wesley. 
“Instead, by striking your de- 
fenseless opponent in the head 
and neck area, you committed an 
unnecessary and unnecessarily 
dangerous act that is specifically 
prohibited by the rules. 

“Your actions are of particular 
concern in light of the emphasis 
that our office has placed on devel- 
oping and enforcing rules designed 
to protect players from injury, 
including head and neck injuries. 
The safety of our players is para- 
mount to all of us in the NFL.” 

Wesley, who will lose more 
than $36,000 in salary because of 
the suspension, has spent seven 
of his eight NF'L seasons with the 
Panthers. While he’s deep down 
the depth chart at cornerback, 
Wesley is the gunner on special

Royal helps Broncos race to 6-0 


Two returns for touchdowns spark Denver over San Diego

SAN DIEGO — Eddie Royal 
thinks one San Diego Chargers 
player got a hand on him during 
his 93-yard kickoff return in the 
first quarter Monday night. 

He knows no one touched him 
on his 71-yard punt return in the 
second quarter. 

That’s how much of a blur he 
was in sparking the undefeated 
Denver Broncos to a dominating 
34-23 win over the Chargers. 

“Man, it was a great feeling. 
The guys did a great job of block- 
ing,” he said of the second return. 
“T’ve got to give them a lot of 
credit. They opened up the seams 
and it was a home run.” 

Royal became the first player 
in Broncos history to return a 
kickoff and a punt for touchdowns 
in the same game, and the 11th 
player in NFL history to perform 
the feat. 

Darren Sproles, one of the other 
players to have a kickoff and punt 
return for touchdowns in a game, 
had a 77-yard punt return for a 
San Diego score. 

The three returns for TDs tied 
the NFL record for a game. 

Royal said the Chargers have 
aggressive special-teams players, 
and the Broncos knew they had to 
take them out. 


“You’ve got to believe it can 
happen before you do it,” he 
said. “I’ve got a lot of faith in the 
guys in front of me, so I wasn’t 
surprised.” 

Coach Josh McDaniels agreed. 

“T think our guys did a great 
job of blocking and giving Eddie 
a chance to get started,” McDan- 
iels said. 

“It doesn’t matter who you 
are playing; you give up two big 
returns on a punt and a kickoff 
and it makes it tough,” Chargers 
coach Norv Turner said. 

This is the fifth time the Bron- 
cos have been 6-0, the first since 
going 13-0 in 1998 en route to 
winning their second straight 
Super Bowl behind John Elway. 
They opened a 3!-game lead in 
the AFC West over three-time 
defending division champion San 
Diego (2-3). 

“It’s going to be tough,” Char- 
gers quarterback Philip Rivers 
said. “We have to get over this 
one quick or we’ll find ourselves 
in trouble in Kansas City because 
it’s a short week.” 

Denver’ outside linebacker 
Elvis Dumervil had two sacks to 
extend his NFL lead to 10. His 
second sack caused Rivers to 
fumble, with Vonnie Holliday re- 
covering to set up Matt Prater’s 
29-yard field goal. The Broncos 
sacked Rivers five times, three in 


the fourth quarter. 

The Broncos didn’t get an offen- 
sive touchdown until Kyle Orton 
threw a 19-yard pass to tight end 
Tony Scheffler late in the third 
quarter for a 24-23 lead. Denver 
added a field goal by Prater and 
a late 5-yard touchdown catch by 
Brandon Stokley that was upheld 
on review. 

“It’s tough to lose when you 
score twice on special teams,” 
Orton said. 

After the Chargers were forced 
to settle for a field goal following 
a sensational drive late in the first 
quarter, Royal took the kickoff at 
the 7, found a big hole at about the 
35, cut inside of kicker Nate Kaed- 
ing at the 50 and raced down the 
left sideline to give the Broncos a 
7-3 lead. 

In the second quarter, Royal 
fielded Mike Scifres’ punt on the 
bounce at the 29, worked his way 
inside, then outraced the cover- 
age to the outside to give Denver 
a 17-10 lead. 

Royal’s_ electrifying returns 
at first silenced Qualcomm Sta- 
dium, then had Chargers fans 
booing. 

Sproles got in on the action 
when he returned a punt 77 yards 
for a touchdown for a 20-17 lead 
that held up at halftime. Sproles 
caught Brett Kern’s punt, ran up 
the left sideline, got a nice block 


at about the 50, cut inside and was 
gone. 

The Chargers ran 22 plays to 
only six for the Broncos in the 
first quarter, in what seemed 
more like fast-break basketball 
than football. 

Rivers, in fact, was about to be 
dragged down by Dumervil when 
he threw a two-handed chest pass 
to LaDainian Tomlinson for a 21- 
yard gain on San Diego’s second 
drive. 

It was one of four passes by 
Rivers for at least 13 yards on the 
drive, which started at the San 
Diego 6-yard line. 

The drive stalled, though, lead- 
ing to some sideline drama in- 
volving Tomlinson. 

Tomlinson wasn’t on the field 
on third-and-goal from the 2, 
when Sproles was stuffed for no 
gain. Coach Norv Turner had a 
chagrined look on his face as the 
Chargers had to settle for Kaed- 
ing’s 20-yard field goal. 

Tomlinson walked down the 
sideline toward the bench and 
flipped his helmet. When he and 
Turner spoke a few minutes later, 
L.T. didn’t appear to be looking at 
the coach. 

Rivers threw a 3-yard touch- 
down pass to Vincent Jackson 
with 6 seconds left in the first 
quarter for a 10-7 lead.
